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THE  STORY  OF  OUR  CHURCH 


The  Mount  Holly  Springs  Evangelical  United  Brethren  Church 
is  an  outgrowth  of  the  old  Cumberland  Circuit  whose  work  began  in 
1833.  It  has  been  impossible  to  determine  the  exact  date  when  work 
was  begun  in  Mt.  Holly  Springs,  but  apparently  shortly  after  1870 
prospects  were  sufficiently  encouraging  to  organize  a  congregation  here. 

The  cornerstone  of  the  first  church  which  was  a  weatherboard 
building  on  the  present  location  bears  the  date  1873.  The  first  building 
was  erected  at  a  cost  of  about  $1,200.00. 

In  1875  Mt.  Holly  Springs  was  detached  from  the  Cumberland 
Circuit  and  continued  for  one  year  as  a  single  appointment.  However, 
in  1876  the  church  was  again  placed  on  the  Cumberland  Circuit. 

The  congregation  grew  slowly  but  steadily  and  maintained  a  deep 
interest  in  the  proper  care  and  improvement  of  the  church  building.  On 
February  28,  1891  the  church  building  was  completelv  destroyed  by  fire. 
Immediately,  the  Board  of  Trustees  determined  to  build  a  brick  struc- 
ture, 38  x  64  feet,  which  building  was  dedicated  on  October  31.  1891 
'free  of  debt'. 

About  this  time  an  unfortunate  division  occurred  in  the  Evangelical 
Association,  which  was  the  official  name  of  the  denomination.  The  Salem 
congregation,  like  many  others,  aligned  with  the  United  Evangelical 
Church  faction.  In  October,  1894  the  local  congregation  received  notice 
to  surrender  the  building  or  pay  a  claim  of  $370.00.  Payment  was  made 
and  the  congregation  continued  to  worship  here.  In  1922  there  was  a 
reunion  of  the  Evangelical  Association  and  the  United  Evangelical 
Church,  the  denominational  name  thereafter  being  The  Evangelical 
Church. 

In  1899  the  church  was  again  detached  from  the  Cumberland 
Circuit  and  made  a  single  appointment.  In  1905,  during  the  pastorate 
of  Rev.  Benjamin  L.  Moore,  the  present  parsonage  was  constructed  bv 
the  congregation  at  a  cost  of  $1,925.00.  From  1907  to  1909  the  church 
was  served  with  Idaville  ?nd  Uriah,  and  then  again  detached  and  returned 
to  a  single  appointment  until  1926  when  the  Mount  Hollv  Springs  Charge 
was  constituted  as  at  present. 

On  October  10,  1920  another  fire  extensively  damaged  the  interior 
of  the  sanctuary.  Improvements  to  the  extent  of  $5,240.00  were  made 
at  this  time  and  by  1923  the  indebtedness  was  cleared. 

Steady  growth  continued  through  the  early  decades  of  the  twentieth 
century  not  only  from  a  physical  viewpoint,  but  also  spiritually.  Many 
helpful  revivals  were  held. 

Because  of  a  desire  on  the  part  of  members  of  the  congregation 
for  a  more  worshipful  sanctuary  a  program  of  redecoration  was  under- 
taken in  1938,  during  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  H.  Lerov  Brininger,  costing 
nearly  $1,000.00  which  was  fully  paid  at  the  time  of  Rededication. 

On  November  16,  1946  the  Evangelical  Church  merged  with  the 
Church  of  the  United  Brethren  in  Christ  to  create  the  Evangelical  United 
Brethren  Church,  which  is  now  the  official  name  of  the  denomination. 

Again  in  1951  improvements  were  made  totalling  approximately 


$6,000.00  which  included  the  installation  of  a  Hammond  Organ  and  new 
carpet. 

Because  of  continued  growth  in  both  the  Sunday  School  and  Church 
membership  plans  were  initiated  in  1952  under  the  eadership  ot  Rev 
SSWoto  for  expanding  the  physical  fac.ht.es  by  construing 
an  add.tion  to  the  church  batting  for  ChnsUan  Educat.or ,  purpo  s ^and 
social  activities.  The  new  unit  was  dedicated  on  April  4  1954.  Alttiou gn 
Valued  at  approximately  S40.000.00  this  addition  cost  only  $22  375.00 
because  of  the  careful  planning  of  the  committee  and  many  hou  s  of 
donated  labor  contributed  by  men  of  the  Church  and  Sunday  School.  In 
Mac  of  1959  the  last  pavment  was  made  to  the  Conference  Board  of 
Sions  on  an  original  loan  , of  $15,000.00.  A  Note-Burning  Service 
was  held  on  September  2/,  19o9. 

The  Sunday  School  attained  its  highest  average  attendance  of  155 
in  195     In  the  same  year  on  March  29  (Easter)  an  attendance  in  Sunday 
Scnool  of  221  was  the  highest  ever  recorded  in  the  history  of  the  Church 
Attendance  in  morning  worship  services  has  now  increased  to  an  average 
fTo  iSl    Membership  in  the  church  as  of  December  31,  1961  was
